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In the confusion crested by tha political develapuents = new student body 
bias emerged, adding to the disorders cf 2-27 November 1946; 14 is the 
Hationel Front of the Students of the Nile Valley (Al-Gibha al-Wataniyah 
Li-falabet Wadi al-Nil), woich has printed and distributed a "pact," 

signed by opposition elements. This pact, a translation of which follews 
in paragraph 6, wade its appearance in Cairo streets on 15 November 196, 
aithough it was preoared in October of 196. 


4n, investigation of the origin of this student body reveals that on 7 October 
1946 a group of protesting young men belonging to many political parties, 
societies, and organisetions met secretiy at the YNMA and conceived the 

idea of a naticnal nact. They were under the leadership of Kamal Armad Shubban, 
a student inspired with vevyolutionary doctrines. 


fhe group met again oa 9 October 1946, to check the pact for the last 
time and to approve ite provisions. The police, suspicious of this 
sathering, interrupted the meeting and arrested Mustafa Mumayn, Hasan 
Shavawi. » 2nd Jamal. al-Din Ghall, who are all active student agitators. 

The case was referred to the Parquet which released all of the Seoes: for 
lack of conclusive evidence.

Pact of National Front for the otudents of the Nile Valley 
te Sixty=four years have pacsed, and the Nile Valley is still suffering 
under the tyranny of inoerialisn., Plood is shed everywhere to save 
the enslaveé country which suffered all these long years from all 
sorts of versecution end excloitation. A flood of false promises 
were made ond a series of failing negotiations took place which 
“eprived the eitisens of thelr independence and dignity. As the 
young men of the Valley have placged God and Home to struggle 
“or the freedom of the Valley and its independence, we, the 
undersicned of this pact, being the delerates and representatives 
of our groups, decided the following:

Second: The ains of the Front are: 


(a) The acconplishnent of full independence of the Valley;

(e) To enforce the denoerntic rights of the students, 


Third: The meange 
the Front decided to use the following means to realize 
the above mentioned aims: 


Ae 2. To defext any soverncent thet acespts bargaining or negotiation contrary 
to the orinciples of complete evacuation of the [ile Valley on land, 
on Sea, and in the air, Also,the defeat of any goverment that tries 
to stifle the principal freedoms of the peoples which are guaranteed by 
the constitution. Accordingly, the present Parliament should dissolve 
and the Sidqi Cabinet should be dismissed. <A denocratic Cabinet should 
then be foried, coaposed of neblonal elenents, which carries out the desires 
of the people, including refusal te come inte amy fora of alliance with 
Britain. This sovernment will then Cesignate veoplets Gelegates rho 
wlll suonit the Kevotian Saase to the Sceurity Council and will hold free 
popular elections,

Bo le To endeavor to form a democratic fsovernnent based on free 
elections and a clear internal and external program. 


2. It is the opinien of the Front that this san be acconmmlished by: 


(a) Demanding full evacuation of the Nile Valley on land,on 
sea and in the air, without entering into negotiations 
or bargaining with regard to this basic right; 


(o) Refusing any military alliance or economic bonds which 
: tie the fate of the country to imerialism; 


{e) To eancel all laws contrary to the spirit of the 
Constitution and those which restrict the public freedoms; 
livewise the law for students, the law for the officials, 
the lay for the press and the recent amendment of Article 17h 
of the Penal Code, as these lavs prevent the struyple of the 
students and the other classes of the neovles to achieve 
the above mentioned aims; 


(ad) To endeavor to form a reneral union which will try to 
decide the desocratic richts for them. Among its 
objectives will be: 


(1) To desand the svreading of free education in all 
schools and institutions, inasmen as it is a basic 
Geuocratic right which we should possess, especially 
because tne present Cabinet has used the inability 
of the majority of the students to pay the school 
fees as a weanon to provent thes from enterine their 
institutions. 


(2) To acknowledre the sacredness of the universitiss, 
institutions and the various schools to protect then 
from the assaults of the police and cthers. 


(3) To resist all ‘«inds of »ersecutions, including 
ismissels, exciusions from examinations for Lack 

of payment, cancellation of free education, the 
arresting of ctudents who strucrle for their 
eountry and:to re~exanine the students who are 
Genied this rirht because they have failed to vay 
their school fees and because of political reasons 
relating to the National Movenent.

its provisions. ‘Whoever bresks any of its conditions, either 
secretly or openly,will be rerarded as a menace to unity and a 
threat to the Nabicnal Novemant. be rill be considered a consvirater 
with loverialism. ,
